Legislatots, like all others, bave much 
to learn in.a new condition of affai An en- 
tirely new system was to be devised, and that 
system must necessarily be the growth of time 
and experferice. Ht isnot strange that firet 
efforts should have proved imperfect and imad- 
equate. To lay heavy burdens ona great and 
patriotic people in such @° manner as to be 
ual, and as to occasion the least amount of 
suffering or annoyance, requires time and cau- 
tion, and vast labor , and, with all these, ex- 
perience is needful to test the value of the sys- 
tem, and correct its errors. Such bas been the 
work which Congress was called upon to per- 
form. lam happy to say that daily results are 
proving the Internal Revenue act to exceed in 
efficiency the most ganguipe expectations of 
its anthors, in the month of June, 1863, it 
yielded about four and one-half millions of 
dollars, while the corresponding month of this 
year returned abuut fifteen millions, under the 
same law. Under the new law, which went 
into operation on the first day of the present 
month, the Treasury not uofrequently receives 
one million inaday. As time and experience 
penable the officers employed in collecting the 
revenue to enforce the stringent provisions of 
the new law, I trust that « million per day 
will be found the rule and nof the exception. 
Still, much space is undoubtedly left for im- 
provement in the law, and io its administra- 
tion, aa a greater amount of necessary infor- 
mation is acquired.

For a Toug time there Las been much trou- 
ble experienced on the overland ronte, from 
continuous robbery of the maila It was fast 
becoming a serious evil, as there s¢emed to be 
no, security ii tranamitting money 
bles through the maila It was ho that 
the villian paid special attention to registered 
letter’, mahy of which were either stolen out- 
right, or openéd.and rifled of theit contents, 
and then seat forward to their destination. In 
July test Mr. Chas. Leouard, acting Post-Mas- 
ter at Austia, Reese River, came on to this 
eity and met Judge Carter, of Fort Bridger. 
He reported thata particniar mail sack had 
been epered on the route and several regis- 
tered letters, containing valuables, abstracted 
therefrom. There was no clue to the robber. 
Ali that Mr. Leonard knew was that the letters 
had been mailed at bis office and had not 
reathed St. Joseph, Mo., where alone the sack 
should have been opened After consulting 
with Judge Carter, the special agent of the P. 
O. Department, and under his directions Mr. 
Leonard returned to Austin, to set to work 
the plan of operatious agreed upon. Having 
convinced himself that the trouble was not in 
his own office, he was to proceed along the 
route, having prepared suitable decoy packa- 
ges. and endeavor to discover the villain. We 
refrain from giving publicity to the details of 
the ingenious plas adopted, which bas result- 
ed in the detection of the violator of the mails. 
With great industry,-personal expense and 
ubusmal sagacity Mr. Leonard started on bis 
pilgrimage. Nothing auspicious occurred 
along the ronte until after leaving Fort Kear- 
ney ou the eastern bine. Here the indefatiga- 
bie detective discovered that the Austin mail 
sack had been opened and bis prepared decoy 
registered letters abstracted. Mr. Leonard 
immediately returned to Kearney. and after 
telegrapbing to Judge Carter, and receiving 
further instructions, arrested the Postmaster 
at that place, one Chas. T. Jamison. On 
searching minutely, one of the stolen register- 
od letters was fonad in his monvy drawer, and 
two others on his person. by the officer who 
evamined bim ia the guard-house. He was im- 
mediately placed fn charge of a grard furnish- 
ed by the commanding officer at Kearney and 
sent forward to Omaha to be turned over to 
the U.S. Marshal for trial and punishment. 
Mr. Leonard has remained to collect the evi- 
dence and put it in proper shape to insure the 
conviction of this vagabond Postmaster, who 
for a long time bas pursued a system of wail 
robbery, and is. said to have become very rich 
from bis villainies We congratulate the pub- 
lic on the detection of the scoundrel, and trust 
that he will receive punisbment commensu- 
rate with bis grave offence. 

To Mr. Leonard the greatest credit is due. 
As soon as be discovered that somebody was 
tampering with she mpils, he set to work de- 
termined to ferret out the offender. To his 
energy apd deterwination, as also that of the 
special agent, ‘mainly is due this important 
arrest.

We have received a private letter from Capt. 
Fisk, under the date of June 25th, in which he 
mentions the death of Thomas Gallagher, 4 
member of Company C. and formerly a resi- 
dent of this village: “I am sorry to inform 
you of the death of Thomae Gallagher, who 
was shot through the head by a sharpshooter 
on the 21st instait. He was standing by my 
side at the time watching the enemy. He was 
one of the best and bravest men in the Com- 
pany, and we all feel his loss, not only in the 
time of battle, but in our social gatherings.” 


The deceased was a younger brother of 
Major P. A. Gallagher, 3¢ Infantry, C. V., and 
previous to the war had been a teacher in the 
town of Sparta, Wisconsin, but volunteered 
immediately after the breakiog ont of the 
rebellion. and has stood nobly by bis country 
on many a bloody. field since his enro!lment. 
While his death is deeply to be regretted, it is 
the greatest of all possible consolations to the 
bereaved members of bis family to know that 
he merited and possessed the esteem and re- 
spect of all who knew bim, and that (though 
death came suddenly) his constant Christien 
life and carriage, consistent thronghount, gave 
ample reason to believe that he stood pre- 
pared to meet the Tribunal of His Creator. 


Specmurns.—Sergt. E. W. Gordon of Co. M, 
2d Cav., C. V., brought with him from the re- 
cent expediton in which his Company has been 
engaged. and has shown to us a large number J 
of specimens frem ledges in the San Francisco 
and Sacramento Mining Districts, in the neigh- 
borhood of and about fifteen to thirty miles 
from Fort Mojave. Arizona Territory. The 
majority of the specimens are similar in char- 
acter to the ledges in Rush Valley, U. T.. and 
consist of argentiferous galena. Some of the 
copper specimens we thought hardly equal to 
the ledges of the same metal lately discovered 
in Cottonwood Canon. In short, the only ad- 
vantage which (judging {rom tbe specimens 
shown) that country has over us, is in its gold 
bearing rock, which is fully eqnal to anything 
we have yet seen either in California 6r Ne- 
vada—the gold being plainly visible in the 
rock in flakes of considerable size. and evi-- 
dently requiring bnt little work to eliminate.

Wuereas, By the Act, approved July 4th. 
1864, entitled.An Act further to regulate and 
provide fpr the enrolling and calling out of the 
national forees, and for other purposes,” it is 
provided that the President of the United 
States muy, at his discretion, at any time bere- 
afterpeall for any number of men as volun- 
teers, for the respective terms of one, two and 
three years, for military seryice, and *that in 
case the quota or any part thereof of dhy 
town, township, ward of a city, precinct or 
election district, or of a county not so sub- 
divided, sball not be filled within the space of 
fifty days after such call, then the President 
shall immediately order a draft for obe year 
to G!l such quota, or any part thereof, which 
may be uafilied.”’ 

AND wHEREAS, The new enrollment hereto- 
fore ordered, is so fur compicted as tkat the 
aforementioned Act of Congress may now be 
put in operation for recruiting and keeping up 
the strength of the armies in the field. for gar- 
risons, and such military Sperations as may be 
required for the purpose of suppressing the 
rebellion and restoring the authority of the 
United States Government in the insurgent 
States. 

Now, therefore, 1, Abraham Lincoln, Presi- 
dent of the United States, do issue this my call 
for five hundred thousand volunteers for the 
military service ; provided, nevertheless, that 
all credits which may be established under 
section eight of the aforesaid Act. on account 
of persons who have entered the naval service

‘And bereby proclaim, order and direct 
that. immediately after the 5th day of Septem- 
ber, 1864, being fifty days from the date of this 
call, a draft furtroops to serve for one year 
shall be beld in every town, township, ward 
of a city, precinct, election district. or a coun- 
ty not so sub-divided, to fill the quota which 
shall be assigned-to it uoder this call, or an 
part thereof which may be unfelfiiled by vel: 
unteers on the said 5th day of September, 1864.

Twelve companies of the Cali- 
fornia Cavalry are on scouting and 
Apache service between Los Angeles 
and the Rio Grande. The two native 
companies and one American of horse, 
under Acting-Major J. W, Cremony, 
are on daty from Los Angeles to San 
Diego. The 9th Infantry of the U. S. 
Army, (regulars,) and portions of the 
3d Artillery are also scattered about. 
The lst and 2d California Cavalry are 
scouting from the Pecos in New Mexi- 
cv to the coast of California, and the. 
four companies of the native battalion 
of cavalry are in places acting with 
them. The regiment of ‘Oregon Cav- 
alry of some 700 men, serve in the 
north and farther east in Idaho, etc. 
In the Mendocino Mountains there are 
five companies of mountaineer Indian 
fighters, under Col. Whipple. Exclu- 
sive of New Mexico, where there are 
some 4,000 menin Governmeat ser- 
vice, and not eounting the California 
contingent in, that Territory, there are 
at present only some 8,000 men, in- 
fantry and cavalry, between the Rocky 
Mountains and the sea.—S. PF.
